WEDNESDAY—FIRST DAY—Morning Session 

Live Oak, Fla,, November 5, 11*4 L 
The Twenty-Seventh Annual Session of the Northeast Florida 
Annual Conference convened at Ebeuezcr A. M, E, C hurch at 9: JO 
o'clock* The Hi. Rev, H. Y, T oakes, D.D., LT,.D., S.T.D., presiding 
bishop of the Eleventh Episcopal District, called the conference to 
Order and extended welcome to the public at large, Th bishop then 
pr&sented Dr, L. Dickerson, presiding elder of the Live Oak district 
to conduct the devotional service. Dr* Dickerson announced the 
scripture lesson: Eecles, 1st chapter and then lined hymn No, 295 p 
“And Arc We Yet Alive To See Each Other’s Face," which was 
sung by the choir and conference. Prayer by Dr, R. H. Mobley, pre¬ 
siding elder of the High Springs district. Selection by the choir, 
“Lord I Am Climbing High Mountains, Trying To Get Home*" The 
scripture was read by Dr, H, E, Daniels, presiding elder of the Madi¬ 
son district. The decalogue was led by Dr, H, W. Gary, presiding 
elder of the Lake City district* Consecration hymn, lined by Dr. J. 
J, Heath, presiding elder of the St- Petersburg district, Tampa con¬ 
ference. 

Bishop Too fees then presented the Rev. C! C. Stephens, pastor of 
Allen Chapel, Greenville, to preach the annual sermon. Rev, Steph¬ 
ens selected as a text, Ece. 1:8: “All things are full of labor/* Dr. 
R, H Mobley led in singing* "He Is A Battle Ax Tn The Time Of A 
Battle/* Dr. Dickerson led in singing, “Lift Him Up, m Bishop 
T cokes then announced that Dr, Mick on?, with the presiding elders, 
would administer the sacrament. 

Dr, Dickerson led in singing, “Glory To His Nmne/ The bish¬ 
op made remarks which met the approval of the conference and 
people. Bishop Tookes called for the organization as follows:

The bishop then stated that he ?tood in this same place 35 
ago and said he would be bishop of the A. M. E. church, and today he 
is bishop after 35 years. Bishop Tookes said to «he conference that 
under Ids matchless leadership E. W. <T ha,* become most outstand¬ 
ing. After which he spoke eommendably of the ministerial council 
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of Jacksonville. The bishop called for an educational offering for 
Edward Waters college. He also stated that he signs cheeks to pay 
the obligations of the school which is about $2,500.00 per month* 
He explained the furniture nutation concerning all furniture belong¬ 
ing to Edward Waters college* The school has its own banking ac¬ 
count in its own name. Three persons must sign cheeks and counter 
signature by the chancellor before a check can be cashed. The en¬ 
rollments are now one-third more than last year. Dr. Daniels of the 
Madison district, leads all the state in sending studcr.ts to fcWC and 
owes nothing. The bishop also explained the loans payable by the 
school. The board received all Endowment funds and paid all bills 
by the board He explained the gift made to Mrs Hea:h. state pre¬ 
sident of W. H and F. M. 

The bishop said that the alliance in Jacksonville will hold the 
election and he said how he would make men to carry on the work 
in Florida.

Dean Alex¬ 
ander then presented Rev. L F. Morse who spoke to the institute on 
“Languish.” Dean Alexander led in singing, “A Charge To Keep I 
Have.” The Dean then presented Dr. Jackson who said the greatest 
that has been given to man was the Bible Dr. Jackson used the 
New Testament as a topic. Dean Alexander stated that men going 
to any institute should take their notebooks. The dean then pre¬ 
sented Bishop H Y. Tookes.
